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INDUSTRIAL BUILDING IN LONDON 


‘We want no more dormitory towns; there 
is already too much daily travelling in 
and out of London. We want places where 
those who have been living in London can 
come and find, close together, homes and 
work’. Thus said Mr. H. Brooke, Minister 
of Housing & Local Government ina recent 
speech at Iuton when viewing progress 
made in housing Londoners under the Town 
Development Act. 

With this view most people will agree, 
while still remaining puzzled at the ap: 
parent lack of implementation of offici- 
al policy towards the expansion of em- 
ployment in the London area through new 
office and industrial building. The Min- 
ister's policy (as outlined in the House 
on July 9 by his Parliamentary Secretary 
Mr. Bevins) is ‘to check this expansion 
by restricting the areas in which, and 
the size to which, offices can be built; 
by preventing the conversion of residen~ 
tial buildings to office uses; and by 
encouraging firms to move out, especial~ 
ly to new or expanded towns’. 

However admirable this policy may ap- 
pear, it is not easy to see any visible 
sign of its implementation in the area 
of Greater London where office building 
continues ata seemingly accelerating 
pace, so much so that shrewd observers 
are of the opinion that the market is on 
the way to becoming oversold. And as if 
that were not enough, the total of new 
factory approvals in London and the SE 
region continues to run at a high level. 
Sir David Eccles, President BoT, on July 
9 told Parliament that 17.4 per cent. of 
the total factory space in Great Britain 
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in the first half of 1959, was approved 
for London and the South East. It is true 
that this shows some diminution over the 
corresponding period of 1958 (20.1 p.c.) 
but it still seems altogether too high. 
No doubt Sir David's explanationis that 
many of the London approvals are for ad 

ditions such as warehouses, canteens and 
other extensions of existing factories, 
but it is hard to avoid the conclusion 
that there is some lack of a co~-ordina~- 
ted Government in this matter. 

Fair words are not enough if further 
congestion in the London area and unbal- 
ance of industry and population else- 
where are to be avoided. In the sam 
Parliamentary answer, Sir David stated 
that inthis matter the Board of Trade 
is pursuing ‘a tough policy’. We shall 
hope it may become tougher still, and 
that a greater andi more effective meas- 
ure of co-ordination between Government 
Departments concerned may be evident. 


INDUSTRIAL BUILDING: Provisional fig- 
ures of industrial building schemes 
have been issued by Distribution of In- 
dustry and Regional Division, Board of 
Trade, Horse Guards-avenue, SWi. The 
number of schemes completed in Great 
Britain at the end of the 2nd Quarter of 
1959 totalled 615 (14.1 million sq.ft.). 
This compares with 503 schemes (10.7 
million sq.ft.) for the 2nd quarter of 
1958. The total number of schemes com 
pleted during the whole of 1958 amounted 
to 2,110 (45.8 million sq.ft.). The fig 
ures relate to new industrial buildings 
and extensions over 5,000 sq.ft.

VALUE FOR MONEY: Substantial reduc- 
tions, nearly half, in the cost of two 
recently planned Post Office buildings 
should result from the work of a joint 
Post Office Ministry of Works Research 
and Development Group. The designed 
buildings, a telephone exchange at Al- 
trincham and a post office at Hitchin, 
are to be built later on in the year. 
Both will be let on firm-price contra- 
cts. The estimated cost of the Altrin- 
cham exchange is £27,000. This is less 
than half the cost of any building fi- 
nished in recent time of the same type 
of telephone exchange. The cost of 
the Hitchin Post Office will be in the 
region of £63,000 compared with an or» 
iginal rough estimate of over £100,000. 
Both of the buildings, state the GPO 
and Ministry of Works, were designed 
with special regard to function and to 
cost. Efficiency, they added, will 
be a keyword for the future. The joint 
group works under the chairmanship 
of Mr. J.0. Stevens, FRIBA, superin- 
tending architect, Ministry of Works; 
the Post Office side of the group is 
led by Mr. W.K. MacKenzie, former dep- 
uty regional director of the Post Off- 
ice, Midland Region. The group includ- 
es administrative, postal, engineering 
and finance officers of the Post Off- 
ice; and architects, surveyors and en- 
gineers from the Ministry of Works. It 
receives instructions from a directing 
group of senior officials of the two 


departments, under the chairmanship of 
Brigadier K.S. Holmes, CBE, the direc- 
tor of Mechanisation and Buildings in 
the Post Office. 


THE NORTHERN POLY: A packed auditorium 
at the Northern Polytechnic on July 1, 
heard Mr, T.E.Scott, CBE, FRIBA, deli- 
ver his final address to students be- 
fore his retirement after nearly forty 
years on the staff, 30 of them as Head 
of the Department of Architecture, 
Surveying and Building.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


AUSTRALIA.~ Pan-American Airways has 
extended its service from Sydney’ to 
Melbourne and is planning to builda 
large tourist hotel in the heart of 
Melbourne at a cost of £A4m. A repre 
sentative of the airline, Col. Clarence 
Young, said in Melbourne that Pan-Amer~ 
ican would have only a minority fin- 
ancial interest inthe project which 
would have Australian and US capital. 
American architects were now preparing 
plans for an hotel of 400 rooms. 


STABILITY IN THE INDUSTRY: The vital 
importance of the assurance of a 
steady volume of future work to the 
building industry if it is to make its 
proper contribution to the econamic 
stability of the community at large, 
was emphasised by Mr. T.V. Prosser, 
National President, when he addressed 
the half-yearly meeting of the Nation- 
al Federation of Building Trades En- 
ployers, at Liverpool on July 9. 

‘To fulfil this function’, said Mr. 
Prosser, ‘there must be a planned pol- 
icy of economic expansion over a five- 
year period, reviewed every third year 
ifwe are to develop harmoniously with 
the country's expansion. The policyof 
"Stop-go" so evident in the post-war 
years as a means of economic control 
must be abandoned’. 

Post-war fluctuations in economic 
activity had been shorter, more freq- 
uent, and less severe than before the 
war, the President continued. In con~ 
sequence, Government measured to red~ 
uce building activity had scarcely had 
time to take effect before it was nec- 
essary to reverse them. The inevitable 
result was to create uncertainty and 
disruption within the industry. The 
brick shortage was the most recent ma- 
nifestationof the effects of this po- 
licy. For this and similar reasons the 
NYBTE was urging the Covernment to en- 
courage more ltng-term programmes of 
major building works. 'We believe that 
this is essentialif the full capacity 
of the industry is to be harnessed be- 
hind the Government's plan to double 
living standards by 1980'. 

On house-building Mr. Prosser said 
'By 1961 the population will have rea- 
ched a total of well over 52m. am in 
my Opinion, to make up the deficiencies 
in house-building in the last 20 
years, to accelerate slum clearance 
and to provide for the future increase 
in demand, it may become necessary to 
fixa target of dwelling considerably 
higher than any past annual achievem- 
ent. We must provide more floors onthe 
same ground area~ in other words build 
upwards more instead of outwards and 
not limit ourselves to 12 or 15 stor- 
eys but accept 20 to 30 storeys as an 
economic necessity’.
